The sidewalk in front of the 
window in which the piano player is 
defying time, is constantly crowded 
with interested spectators. 
W aterbury is giving a marathon 
piano playing exhibition in the win­ 
dow 
of 
the Shafer Music House, 
where he is trying for a new time 
record for continuous piano playing. 
For every hour that W aterbury plays 
the price of the piano which ho 
is 
using is reduced $3.15. 
To Tour Australia 
W ith a train of past glories and 
championship records behind him in 
the United States, 
W aterbury 
is 
striving for an even better record 
to carry with bim when be invades 
new territory. 
Next summer W aterbury plans to 
begin a tour of Australia, playing 
m arathon 
contests 
with 
various 
champions there. He is anxious to 
make a 72 hour record to replace his 
present record of 6o hours 
and 20 
minutes and 45 seconds. 
“Someone is going to get a good 
piano mighty cheap.’’ he said today, 
without stopping his playing. 
“I 
am not hypnotized 
and

use 
no 
‘booze,’ and for one good reason— 
bot black coffee and good physical 
condition does the work. 
How long 
I play will depend on my physical 
condition and the conditions under 
which I play.’* 
Is.Kansas Freak 
W aterbury smiled and continued: 
“I come irrom K ansas along with 
a lot of other freaks. K ansas boasts 
Jesse Willard. Carrie Nation, Sen­ 
ator ‘Sockless’ Simpson and a host 
of other freaks, including myself. 
“W hen I played in Everett, W ash­ 
ington. about a year ago,” W aterbury 
went on, playing all the time, “I was 
feeling pretty good and kept on go­ 
ing until I broke my form er record. 
People were so interested that they 
went home to bed only after leaving 
a call at the telephone office for the 
girl to ring them up at 3 a. rn., which 
was the time when my form er record 
would be reached.

came at 3 a. rn., and I played 20 min­ 
utes and 45 seconds longer before I 
was completely exhausted. 
“Come over and have supper with 
me tomorrow night,’’ said W aterbury 
to the Register reporter as the lat­ 
te r departed, “I feel as though I will 
st’ll bo going strong at th at time and 
will be able to come close to playing 
for the 72 hours th at I have set as a 
goal.”

DANVILLE, RI., Jan. 8 —“Tf Great 
Britain could not make MacSwiney 
break his fast, how can we in our 
small way compel a woman to eat?” 
This was the statem ent of States 
Attorney John W. Lawman of Ver­ 
million county today when asked if 
the state contemplated an effort to 
break the forty-one day fast of Mrs. 
Sadie E. Harrington, who is using 
this unique method in an attem pt to 
force her husband to “get religious.” 
An em aciated appearance is the 
only known effect of the fast upon 
Mrs. H arrington, who formerly was 
a plump woman. So far her pulse 
and tem perature continue normal. 
“Although my husband is not a had 
man he has no religion,” said Mrs. 
H arrington today. “I will pray and 
abstain from food until he is convert­ 
ed. The Lord told me to do this.” 
The woman has also refused medi­ 
cine in which food was concealed. 
Each day she is offered food and re­ 
fuses to take it. 
E rnest S. Harrington, a local bus­ 
iness man, is the woman’s husband. 
“If she wants to 
starve 
herself 
to death, th a t’s her business,” he 
said in the incipient stages of the 
hunger strike. 
As the strike continued H arring­ 
ton weakened and W ednesday he 
wrote the pastor of the Church of 
God, El Dorado, IU., asking him to 
come to Danville and urge Mrs. H ar­ 
rington to abandon her fast.

DUBLIN, Jan. 8.—The success of 
Anglo-Irish peace negotiations was 
believed today to depend largely 
upon the tone of the official state­ 
ment by Eamonn De Valera, “pres­ 
ident of the Irish republic.” since his 
return from the United States.

Lesson for Jan. 9. Matt. 18:21-35. 
Jesus Teaching Forgiveness. 
“How oft shall . . . I forgive him? 
—v. 21. For one offense, for give but 
once; for seventy tim es seven of­ 
fenses. forgive only a like number 
of tim es—that is, just once for each 
offense. “Forgiving” the same of­ 
fense, wrong or injury repeatedly is 
poor business, to say the leaBL If for­ 
giveness is properly done, it doesn’t 
need repeating—not for the offense 
that has been forgiven. If it has 
been forgiven at all, that once is fi­ 
nal. The wound that is torn open 
in order to apply a new “poultice,” or 
adjust an old one, doesn’t produce 
a very pleasant sensation, and, be­ 
sides healing slowly, if at all, it 
leaves an unsightly scar. And this 
is just the way some people “for­ 
give” the first offense. They seem to 
take a kind of fiendish pleasure in 
going out of their way to remind the 
offender, for the ’nth time, that “the 
injury you did me I forgave!” W ell, 
then, keep your mouth shut about it! 
However, tl#'.re is a strong prob­ 
ability that you are either self de­ 
ceived or a liar—and m ost likely the 
latter. 
If you “find 
one 
of 
your 
greatest 
pleasures 
in 
forgiveing 
again and again that offense of ten 
years ago,” it is pretty good evi­ 
dence that, if evolution is true, your 
ancestors were of the cat family. 
Anyway, you are feline enough to 
watch with delight a 
cat 
playing 
“Get-away-from-me-if-you-can” 
with 
a poor captive mouse or a wounded 
bird. There really is no forgiveness, 
if it is not so com pletely done that 
the whole matter—offense and all— 
is weighted with a great m illstone 
and dropped once and forever into 
the depth of oblivion. God says of 
forgiven offenders. “Your sins and 
your iniquities 
will 
I 
remember 
against you no more forever.” And 
yet, Johnny “Peck's” mother—who 
would be offended, if it were so much 
as implied that she is not one of 
God's “elect”—keeps “pecking” away 
at Johnny, reminding him how good 
it was of her to forgive that wrong 
he did once. Bosh! No wonder that 
Johnny is known far and near as 
“Peck’s Bad Boy.” Too much “for­ 
giveness” 
is 
at, 
objectionable 
as 
too little. 
“The lord of that servant . . . for­ 
gave him the debt.”—v. 27. Although 
the debt had been forgiven, the debt­ 
or had not. The servant’s compas­ 
sionate lord meant to forgive him; I 


(thought he had; and it was no fault 
of his that the servant had not been 
forgiven. It w’as the servant’s faulL 
He would not be forgiven. Neither 
man nor God can force forgiveness 
on those who refuse it. A gift can­ 
not be bestowed on one who is unwor­ 
thy and still more unwilling to re­ 
ceive it. He will take the husk and 
reject the kernel. The sympathy, 
compassion and benevolent spirit of 
i his would-be benefactor he will not 
have. He takes and keeps the wrap- 
j per, but throws away the contents. 
A silver coin is much more to him 
than the golden compassion that was 
offered with it. This servant, who 
;owed the equivalent of ten million 
dollars, did this. He was not differ- 
| ent at heart after the debt had been 
I cancelled than he was before, as 
subsequent events proved. He was 
“that much ahead of the gam e!” He 
had not profited by his Lord’s com­ 
passion. The servant had not been 


I forgiven—because his stony heart re­ 
fused it. The father of the prodigal, 
in that m atchless parable, did not 
; forgive his wayward son when he 
was riotously throwing 
away 
his 
money and his manhood. Not till “he 
came to him self” and went back 
home and gave evidence that he was 
forever done with playing the fool, 
did his father forgive him—because 
the son would not be forgiven sooner. 
It was not till his father’s love was 
everything to him and, by compari­ 
son, “the best robe” nothing; when 
I the kernel of fatherly compassion 
was infinitely more valuable than the 
silken robe in which It was folded. 
Jesus said—Luke 17:3, 4.—“If thy 
brother sin, rebuke him; and if he 
repent, forgive him. And if he 
sin 
against thee seven tim es in the day, 
and seven tim es turn again to thee! 
saying, I repent; thou shalt forgive 
him.” Cherish no spirit of resent­ 
ment at any wrong, injury or in- 


I justice you may have suffered. Be 
ready and willing at all tim es to for­ 
give. If the offender is not forgiven, 
let It be entirely his fault and not 
yours. 
The problems of forgiveness, be­ 
tween man and 
man, 
are 
better 
solved by cancellation than by mul- 
: tiplieation. In fact, this generally is 
the only way. Not 
seventy 
times 
[seven; but: “As I have need to be 
forgiven; so I forgive.” Or: “As I 
have been forgiven; so do I forgive.” 
The “result" of this simple problem 
in cancellation is “mutual and recip-

Some of the results in the search 
for and introduction, acclimatization, 
and adaptation of new crop plants 
plants into the United Stites by the 
department of agriculture are spec­ 
tacular, 
indeed, 
almost 
romantic, 
says the secretary of agriculture in 
his annual report to the President, 
now made public. To Illustrate what 
the introduction of 
some of 
these 
plants has meant to the agricultural 
wealth of the nation the secretary 
says: 
“Durnm wheat, introduced In 1899 
from Russia, now produces a crop 
worth $50,000,000 
annually. 
Egyp- 
tion cotton, brought by the scientists 
of the department In 1901, has be­ 
come the basis of the long-staple cot­ 
ton industry in the southwest, val­ 
ued at $6,000,000 in 1917, $11,000,000 
in 1918, and $20,000,000 in 1919.” 
Alfalfa, a native of Central Asia, 
brought into the western states in 
about 1854, has become in a genera­ 
tion almost the basic crop of the 
West, according to the report. The 
sorghums are the basis of the great 
agricultural development of the semi­ 
arid Southwest 
Japanese 
rices, secured in 1899. 
were the foundations of the great 
rice industry of Louisiana and Texas. 
The Washington navel orange, intro­ 
duced from Brazil in 1872, makes up 
the bulk of the California orange in­ 
dustry, producing a crop valued at 
approximately 
$16,000,000 
a year. 
Continuing, the secretary said: 
Culture of Dates 
“The culture of dates in California 
and Arizona is already a thriving 
business, which is expanding rapidly, 
and will in the near future have Im­ 
pressive value. Sudan grass, Intro­ 
duced in 1909 from Egypt, is now 
worth 
over 
$10,000,000 
annually. 
Feterlta, secured in 1906 from Egypt, 
produced in 1918 a crop valued at 
$16,000,000. 
Over 1000 varieties of soy beans 
have been introduced from China and 
other parts of the Orient. From these 
the experts of the department have, 
after careful tests, selected eight of 
the best varieties, which are now 
largely cultivated and are an import­ 
ant element in the very rapid in­ 
crease in soy-bean production. Peru­ 
vian alfalfa, introduced in 1899, is 
by far the most productive and val­ 
uable variety for the Southwest. 
Search for Grasses 
Scientists are convinced that there 
are still great possibilities in the 
search for new crops, especially for 
plants that are cultivated little, if 
at all, In their native countries. Per­ 
haps this is most strikingly exhibited 
in grasses, many of which h-.' e been 
introduced accidentally. 
TI *s blue 
grass, white clover, redtop, timothy, 
and others 
which came 
originally 
from Europe make up nearly all the 
grass lands of the North, and Ber­ 
muda grass from India, carpet grass 
from the West Indies, Dallis grass 
from Argentina, and lespedeza from 
Asia have performed a similar role 
in the South. 
California’s pastures 
consist mainly of species from the 
Mediterranean region, such as alfi­ 
laria, bur clover, wild oats, wild bar­ 
ley, and numerous others. 
There are undoubtedly In Central 
Asia many species which, if properly 
selected and 
introduced, will 
add 
greatly to the carrying capacity of 
the western ranges, aside from what 
can be 
accomplished 
by 
rational 
range management. From this region 
came alfalfa and sweet clover, both 
important in the West. 
There is every reason to believe 
also that good grasses and legumes 
can be found for the cut-over lands 
of the South, and thus prepare the 
way for the further development of 
the live-stock industry in that sec­ 
tion. 
It is impossible to bring in new 
grasses or other valuable crop plants 
from remote and almost inaccessible 
parts of the world without sending 
properly trained explorers, and larger 
funds for this work are needed.”

AIRLESS TIRE CO. 


Since the bringing in of the big 
Bolsa Chica gusher by the Standard 
Oil company and the several other 
producing wells developed by that 
concern in the Huntington Beach 
field, hectic flurries in oil stocks and 
land values, together with almost 
daily reports of a new gusher, have 
taxed the credulity of the residents 
of the beach town to the breaking 
point. 
Reports from the beach town yes­ 
terday afternoon indicated that an­ 
other gusher had come in. 
Word 
was passed all over the town that 
the well of the Ventura Oil company 
on the Russell lease had come in a 
gusher. 
Reports from Huntington Beach to­ 
day indicated that although the Ven­ 
tura well did not come in a gusher 
as announced, it did blow in as a 
slight gasser with traces of oil. This 
well is down 2400 feet and the blow­ 
out yesterday afternoon was said to 
indicate that it would become a big 
producer within a short time. 
The Surf No. I well of the Stan­ 
dard Oil company, brought in several 
days ago, is making an excellent 
showing. 
Heavy oil has been struck 
in this well. 
Since the first rush 
of oil, which shot ap a short dis­ 
tance into the derrick, this well has 
settled down to an apparently per­ 
manent level reported to be about 
125 feet from the surface. 
Indica­ 
tions are said to be excellent that the 
well will be a good producer 
when 
put on the pump. 
With the bringing in of the Surf 
well, Huntington Beach people de­ 
clare that the entire field is proven 
beyond doubt. 
The light oil near 
Reservoir hill, hit by the several 
Standard wells producing in 
that 
territory and the heavy oil hit by 
the Standard’s Surf well are given 
as indication that the pool underlies 
the entire Huntington Beach district. 
The Vista Del Mar well, drilling 
on the edge of the mesa east of the 
town, has been delayed slightly by 
the inability to cement without the 
use of steam, an electric rig being 
used. 
This well has been cemented 
off however, and drilling is expected 
to start within a short time, following 
a test for a water shut off. 
A team of horses and several men 
have been busy for the past few daye 
salvaging some of the surface tim­ 
bers from the wreck of the derrick 
of the Amalgamated No. I well that 
blew in as a big gasser some time 
ago. 
The twisted m ass 
of wreckage, 
which settled into the pit blown by 
the heavy gas pressure, has not been 
disturbed since the gasser blew out. 
Just what the effect will be if an 
effort is made to remove the wreck­ 
age is problematical. 
If the officials 
decide to continue the salvage work, 
It will undoubtedly progress with 
great caution, as the dirt and wreck­ 
age which caved into the hole is be­ 
lieved to act as a plug on the gas 
pressure. 
Rumors of new business 
blocks 
and new building construction of all 
kinds are frequent in the business 
section of the town.
